A Babe Strangled nnd Hid In & (loset.

Yesterday morning the Coroner was notified
to hold an ioquest upon the body of a female in-
fant, apparently aboul one month old, found at
the depot of the Philadelphia, Germantown and
Norristown Rallroad (}ommy. Ninth and Green
strects. Deputy Coroner at once proceeded
to the ?‘ot. and from the appearance of the
body and other surroundings Ee postponed the
inquest until a post mortom examination was
made by Dr. Bhapeleigh, when it was ascer-
tained that the child had been murdered. The
murderer, or more probably murderers, had first
ﬁ;ga&nd the infant around the neck and pressin
the fingers on_either side of the neck caunﬁ
euffocation. To make sure of the work bein
complete, a handkerchief was then tied arouuﬁ
the throat and drawn tight.

The corpse of the murdered infant was dis-
covered by alady in an iron washstand in the
Indies’ department ot the depol. Shocked by
the discovery ehe gave vent (o a serles of
screame, which brought in the watchman, who
in turn called in a couple of policemen and de-
livered them to the body. How long it had re-
mained there is ot known. The case is now in
the hands of the detectives.
